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$2.25 Billion More In War

for an extra $2.25 billion pri­ 
m arily for the Indochina war— 
nearly a one-third increase in 
war costs in the wake of re ­ 
newed U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam. 
The President made the re ­ 
quest Friday without indicating 
whether it is all or only part of 
the extra war costs Secretary 
of Defense Melvin R. Laird has 
said could go up to $5 billion if

WASHINGTON (AP) — Chi­ 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
lioss of the biggest Democratic 
organization in tile country, has 
been shorn of his convention 
scat in a move that left the 
party teetering on the edge of 
discoid.

private and public papers of a Presr 
dent of the United States, the practice 
of nearly every administration to pack 
up the White House files almost en toto 
is disturbing. Most of these papers 
eventually become the nucleus of a 
presidential library, and thus belatedly 
are available to the public, 
but that 
is not the issue. 


The presidency is largely a public 
office, with certainly some private 
p r i v i l e g e s . 
The

correspondence,

and

papers flowing from the presidential 
offices obviously are generated by the 
duties of the office. To treat them as 
the private papers of one man places 
them in a state of limbo from which 
they may or m ay not emerge.

Nixon on the 
subject of the various public and secret 
attempts to negotiate an end to the 
Vietnam War.

South Viet Troops Leapfrog 


Armor In Quang Tri Drive

SAIGON (AP) — Helicopters 
leapfrogged hundreds of South 
Vietnamese paratroopers over 
their supporting armor Friday 
and landed them within four 
miles of Quang Tri City as Sai­ 
gon's forces pressed ahead with 
their 
offensive 
to 
recapture 
South Vietnam’s northernmost 
province. 
Associated Press correspond­ 
ent Holgcr Jensen reported that 
the assault zone was so heavily 
pounded by U.S. B52 bombers 
before the dawn lift that some 
of the helicopter pilots couldn't 
see through the cloud- of dust 
and smoke. They had to land 
several htuidred of the troops 
at alternate sites. 
Officers said they 
encoun­ 
tered no heavy organized 
re­ 
sistance, but the troops clashed 
sporadically with small groups 
of North Vietnamese soldiers 
and five enemy tanks were re­ 
ported knocked out. 
South Vietnamese tanks and 
armored personnel carriers ad­ 
vanced up Highway 
I behind 
the paratroopers, about three 
miles north of the My Chanh 
River. They found the shattered 
hulks 
of

tanks 
which South Vietnamese 
m a­ 
rines 
had knocked 
out when 


Quang Tri Province fell on May 
I. 
Infantrymen with the arm or 
collected a number of aban­ 
doned heavy weapons. 
Small groups of North Viet­ 
namese snipers still lurked in 
bombed areas behind the para­ 
troopers’ front lines, and sev­ 
eral South Vietnamese positions 
along Highway I took sporadic 
artillery fire. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
flew to Hue and conferred for 
an hour and a half with his sen­ 
ior commanders in the drive to 
retake Quang Tri, now in its 
third d a y . fir was smiling as he 
carne out of the conference 
Government military spokes­ 
men reported 
more than

Vietnamese 
killed

fighting on the Quang Tri front 
and southwest of Hue on Thurs­ 
day.
